Culloch was first conveyed by cabling 
the .single word "McCulloch." signed 
by Brunn, the name of the com- 
mander of the vessel. 


At 7:30 this morning the long ex- 


pected cablegram from Commodore 
Dewey, in cipher, was received by the 
navy department. Experts were im- 
mediately set to work deciphering 
the message.

Cold, Drizzly Rain Made Life 


Burden for the Soldiers. 


And They Are Given a Taste of Camp 


, Life With a Vengeance---Few 


Men On the Sick List. 


Columbus dispatches state that the 


•boys at Camp Bushnell are having a 
taste of soldier life with a vengeance 
The last two days have been particu- 


' larly disagreeable. 
Yesterday* the 


lain, which had been, falling for two 
days, says the State Journal, made 
. the ground anything but comfortable, 
and cast a dreary, desolate air over 
the whole 
camp. 
Tiie 
company 


• streets, which, in .fair weather, are 
teeming with life and activity, were 
deserted, and the pools of water 
which stood in many places deterred 
anyone not supplied with 
rubber 


'boots from moving about. 


Officers went about Che camp with 


%'long rubber capes or ponchos thrown 
, over fcheir shoulders, and even these 
•were poor enough 'protection from the 
driving rain which chilled the traveler 
to the marrow. The men when they 
wished to leave their tents threw 
their blankets around them as pro- 
tection against the rain, which their 
overcoats did not afford. 
The sight 


presented by these men moving about 
camp was a most picturesque one. 
The •:infantry, with red and blue 
blankets twisted around their heads 
and shoulders, and the cavalrymen,, 
who 'pressed into service their yellow 
horse blankets, made the camp look 
like Buffalo Bill's Indians out in the 
arena Cor a performance. 


Toward evening the cold increased 


and the drizzling rain made the 
weather even more disagreeable. 
In 


fact ib was almost impossible to keep 
.warm, let alone comfortably so. 
The 


officers managed to keep their tents 
partly comfortable with the use of 
gasoline torches which they had sent 
for from the city, and even some of 
the men of the local companies had 
small gasoline or coal' oil stoves sent 
them from home. 
General Axline's 


liig tent was kept pretty comfortable 
with a coal oil stove, and all evening 
it was filled with the officers of the 
staff. who had dropped in to get 
thawed out. 


The guard lines were kept up all 


afternoon 
until about 3 
o'clock, 


when, seeing that there was no 
prospect of the rain letting up and 
no use in keeping the men on duty 
and getting them wet to the skin, 
the officers in command ordered ttiat 
bhe men on guard duty be sent to 
their quarters. 


All of .the streets in the camps, 


which were not protected with grass, 
are ankle deep with a sticky mud. 
Planks have been laid here and there 
for passageways, some of which have 
sunk out of sight under the mud.'' 
Straw has been spread out for road- 
ways, but the straw was soou as wet 
and swampy as the rest of 
the 


grounds. 


The 
luckless soldiers, many of 


them poorly equipped as to shoes, 
tramped 
around in the mud when 


fluty required, marched bravely to 
mess around smouldering fires and 
spent their leisure time lying in their 
tents wrapped in blankets to keep oft 
the chill. In spite of all this, the 
men are complaining very little and, 
considering the cold and wet 
to 


which the men aro unused to being 
exposed, sickness is very slight. 
For 


instance, but ten men reported to 
the surgeon of the 1'ourteenUi regi- 
ment at sick call, when he was pre- 
pared for and expected probably a 
hundred. Most of these men are 
suffering only 
from 
slight 
colds, 


which were easily looked after and 
from which no bad effects may be ex- 
pected.

was held and money raised to send a 
man to'.New. York .to purchase guns
